My Dear Flock: 

We have seen how sacred 
Christian marriage was intended 
to be, yet how lightly it has come 
to be regarded by our genera- 
tion. We have pointed out that 


Almighty God Himself who seal-} 


ed the first marriage contract de- 
clared it to be indissoluble; that 
His Divine Son Who came to be 
mankind’s Teacher left no room 
for people even to doubt its in- 
dissolubility. 

We have quoted the Evangel- 
ists and St. Paul, who report 
Christ’s characterization of a re- 
marriage following divorce as 
“adultery.” 

The law of God is expressed by 
the Church (Canon 119) in these 
words: 

“A valid marriage, ratified and 
consummated, can be dissolved 
by no human power, and by no 
other cause than death.” 

Although the Church permits 
separation for a just and serious 
cause, it cannot grant the right 
to those validly married to re- 
marry, because God Himself for- 
bids it. The Church recognizes 
as a valid and serious cause for a 
separation, but not for a new 
marriage, unfaithfulness on the 
part of one of the spouses, unless 
the other spouse consented to the 
crime, was responsible for it or 
condoned it, or committed the 
same crime. 

The noted Protestant historian 
Lecky, reviewing the marriage 
and divorce problem that obtain- 
ed in the old Roman Empire, 
claimed that divorce finally de- 
Btroyed that great Empire, which 
ruled over practically two-thirds 
of the then populated world. 
There is absolutely nothing left 
of that once great nation. 

Let us review briefly the 
status of marriage in the ancient 
pagan Roman Empire, and then 
compare with it the trends of

The Bishops of western Ger- 
many, legitimately exercising their 
rights and duties as shepherds, 
have spoken out in solemn protest 
against what they declare to be 
“revolting proceedings” in the So- 
viet-dominated eastern zone of the 
Reich, and also against other occu- 
pation policies. 

The reaction of many in this 
country was that the term “re- 
volting proceedings” might also be 
used to characterize the measures 
taken by American occupation au- 
thorities in the Reich who—in ap- 
parent violation of all the prin- 
ciples for which this country went 
to war, which certainly included 
freedom of religion and speech— 
are reported to have silenced the 
voice of the German Bishops. 

The bewilderment of Americans 
at such an apparent violation of 
basic freedoms by those whose 


sworn duty it is to restore freedom 


to Germany, was immeasurably in- 
creased when it became known that 
the British occupation authorities 
made it a point to declare it “im- 
possible to interfere with the free- 
dom of the Church.” 

Thus, Americans seem faced with 
the fact that in the U.S.-octupied 
zone of the Reich, the very same 
measures of suppression have been 
Officially applied which are custo- 
mary in the territories and coun- 
tries under Soviet-Rus.ian domina-

Taught In Schools 
Dr. Morrison Of ‘The 
Christian Century’ Says 
U. S. Becoming Secular 


Chicago, April 22—(NC)—De- 
ploring the “steadily downward 
curve of religious literacy” in this 
eountry, caused by a “blind spot” 

the schools for religion, Charles 

n Morrison, editor of The 

ian Century, National Prot- 

estant weekly, calls for “religious 

education in public education” lest 

merica become an entirely “secu- 
lar-minded society.” 


‘Religious instructions in public 
schools, Mr. Morrison states, is not’ 
contrary to our educational theory, 
which “conceives the school as a 
method of introducing each new 
eration. into the wisdom and 

values which the community 
erishes. 


“The school is a microcosm of 
the community,” he writes. “What- 
ever the community holds to be sig- 
nificant in its own life tends strong- 
ly to find its way into the pattern 
fn which the teaching profession 
organizes the curriculum of the 
school. It is on this principle that 
the curriculum includes instruction 

science, art, economics, politics, 

istory, literature, even business. 

“The school sees millions of cit- 
igens marching to the polls, and it 
teaches civics and politics. It sees 
inillions at work in factories and 
Offices, and it teaches economics and 
business methods. It sees millions 
entering galleries where sculptures 
stand and pictures are hung, and it 
teaches art. It sees throngs 
crowding great halls where sym- 
phonies and operas and plays are 
rendered, and it teaches music and 
drama.” For the same reason, he 
adds, it teaches domestic economy, 
science, history. 

“For religion, however, the 
schoo! has a blind spot,” Mr. Mor- 
rison points out. “It does not see 
the tities going to churches. It 
does not ask why they go, what 
ia in their minds, what they do in 
church, what literature they read, 
how their churches are organized, 
what social concerns engage them. 
To ask such questions and to an- 
gswer them is forbidden by our edu- 
cational system. The school does 
not know that there is such a thing 
as religion in American society.” 


The result of this blind spot, the 
author says, “is to create a a 
ative prejudice against religion in 
the mind of each new generation 
issuing from the public school. The 
impression is made that religion 
is not a significant social interest 
at all, or at most that it is only 
@ marginal one,” 


Decency Legion Classifies 
‘The Outlaw’ As Still 
“Wholly Objectionable’ 


New York, April 22 —(NC)— 
In view of the reissue of the mo- 
tion picture, “The Outlaw,” the 
National Legion of Decency has 
called attention to the fact that 
on February 25, 1943, it placed 
this film in the “C” or condemned 
classification. The Legion said 
several versions of the picture 
have appeared but that no version 
shown to the Legion would war- 
rant any other classification. Rea- 
sons given for the “C” classifica- 
tion are “The film presents glori- 
fication of crime and immoral! act- 
fons. The film throughout a very 
considerable portion of its length 
is indecent in costuming.”

Quebec Assembly 


Favors Embassy 
At Vatican 


Quebec, April 22 —(NC)— The 
Quebec Legislative Assembly has 
unanimously endorsed a motion of 


Jacques Dumoulin, Liberal mem- 
ber for Montmorency, urging the 
Canadian Government to establish 
a Canadian Embassy at the Vati- 
can. 

In the Federal House of Com- 
mons, Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King, replying to questions by Wil- 
fred Lacroix, Federal member for 
Quebec, stated no steps have been 
taken toward establishment of u 
Canadian Embassy at the Vatican, 
and that “representations as to the 
desirability of establishing such 
a diplomatic mission have been 
made from time to time by in- 
dividuals but no officially.” 

Members of all political parties 
in: the Quebec Legislature joined 
in supporting the motion of Mr. 
Dumoulin. Speakers pointed out 
that when Great Britain estab- 
lished an Embassy at the Vatican 


in 1914, the Catholics in the 
‘United Kingdom numbered but five

per cent of the population. Great 
Britain never has regretted this 
diplomatic link with the Vatican. 


In Canada today the Catholics 
number 43 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, yet Canada remains one 
of the few leading nations of the 
world without diplomatic repre- 
sentatives at the Vatican. The 
others are Russia, Mexico and Tur- 
key. Members of the Legislature 
declared that currently when the 
forces of atheism are pitted 
against Christianity, the mora] 
influence of the Vatican is more 
effective and more indispensable 
than in the past. 0

Puppet Regime 


Fr. John A. O’Brien 
Says Polish People 
Enslaved By Russia 


South Bend, Ind.—April 22—The 
United Nations were urged to in- 
vestigate the “Soviet puppet re- 
gime maintained by the Red Army 
and the Russian Gestapo to perpet- 
uate the enslavement of the brave 
people of Poland,” by the Rey. 
John A. O’Brien, Professor of Re- 
ligion at the University of Notre 
Dame, speaking here, April 18 at 
a meeting of the Jewish War Vet- 
erans Club at the Hebrew Institute. 

“To free Poland from the invad- 
ing armies of Hitler and Stalin,” 
Father O’Brien said, “the Allies 
went to war. Against the might 
of these two brutal tyrants, Poland 
fought with desperate courage and 
gallantry. She has suffered more 
than any nation from the cruelty 
and brutality of these twin tyran- 
nies. She deserves freedom from 
the Quisling regime now holding 
her in chains. Poland, not Spain, 
should be number one on the in- 
ternational agenda .. .” 

“The spectacle of a Quisling 
spokesman, renouncing first Polish 
citizenship, then. American citizen- 
ship, and now taking orders from 
Stalin, presuming to speak before 
the United Nations for a gagged 
and betrayed Poland is an affront 
to international decency. If not 
stopped, it will undermine confi- 
dence in that organization. The 
Jewish War Veterans can strength- 
en the solidarity of the interna- 
tional conscience and safeguard the 
peace of the world by requesting 
the American government to take 
the following steps: 

1. “Focus the attention of the 
Security Council of the United Na- 
tions upon the pitiful plight of the 
Polish nation as a grave threat to 
the peace of the world. 

2. “Require the immediate with- 
drawal from Poland of the Red 
Army and the Russian secret po- 
Inice as their presence now consti- 
tutes an unwarranted agression and 
unsupportable burden upon our 
Polish allies. 

8. “Withdraw recognition of the 
Soviet puppet regime in Warsaw 
and insist upon free elections to 
give Poland a free and democratic 
government.” 

“Injustice is like an infection in 
the body,” concluded. Father O’- 
Brien. It can’t be isolated. Unless 
it is eradicated, it will infect the 
whole moral order and lead in- 
evitably to violence and war.”

New York, N. Y.—Nearly 12,000 
ensigns—a total greater than the 
officer strength of the Regular 
Navy at the start of World War 
Il—have been commissioned at the 
Naval School at the University of 
Notre Dame since 1941. it was dis- 
closed here last night, April 29, by 
the Rev. J. Hugh O’Donnell, C.S.C., 
President of Notre Dame. 


_Father O’Donnell was the prin- 

cipal speaker at the Universa] No- 
tra Dame Night banquet of the 
Notre Dame Club of New York 
at the Park Lane Hotel. This was 
part of the twenty-third annual 
observance last night of Universal 
Notre Dame Night, at which the 
spiritual, patriotic and academic 
ideals of Notre Dame were com- 
memorated by more than 25,000 
Notre Dame men, and tens of thou- 
sands of their friends, meeting in 
scores of communities throughout 
the United States. 


Universal Notre Dame Night this 
year was dedicated to the nearly 
10,000 alumni and former students 
of Notre Dame who served in the 
United States Armed Forces dur- 
ing the war. Of this number, 310 
made the supreme sacrifice, while 
another fourteen are listed as still 
missing in action and presumed 
dead, and another 1,200 were 
wounded. 


Teaching, residence, classroom, 
laboratory and other facilities at 
Notre Dame have been used to 
train nearly 25,000 naval students 
in the last five years, Father O’- 
Donnell revealed. This total in- 
cludes the nearly 12,000 ensigns who 
were commissioned at Notre Dame, 
another 5,000 officers of all ranks 
who received their indoctrination 
training at Notre Dame, and thou- 
sands of other V-5, V-12 and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve trainees at No- 
tre Dame.

States was dedicated to the Blessed 
Mother by John Carroll, first Bish- 
op of Baltimore, when he was ele- 
vated to the Episcopacy in 1790.

Vatican City, April 29—(Radio 
NC)—Leaders, too, must be led and 
need the inspiration of the example 
of Christ, His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII told a group of American naval 
officers, headed by Admiral Henry 
K. Hewitt, commanding United 
States naval forces in Europe, 
whom he received in audience dur- 
ing the visit of. the USS Missouri 
to Italy.

“None 
other could be as perfect as He, 
none other so worthy of imitation, 
for He is both human and divine, 
God and Man. 

“Gentlemen, as you strive to per- 
fect yourselves in your profession, 
pattern your characters on Christ. 
A courageous, steady carrying-out 
of the principles taught by Him 
will reflect to your own honor and 
to the honor of your country; it 
will react to the good of the men 
you command and will be a force- 
ful, though peaceful, contribution 
to the betterment of mankind.”

Bishop D’Alton was born jn 
Claremorris in the Archdiocese of 
Tuam in 1882. He was educated 
at the Holy Ghost College at Black. 
rock and later at the Holy Cross 
College in Cloncliffe and at the 
Irish College in Rome, where he 
was ordained in 1908. He studied 
classics at Oxford and Cambridge 
and served as professor of classics 
at Maynooth College from 1912 un- 
til 1936, when he became presi- 
dent of the college. 

Bishop D’Alton was named a do- 
mestic prelate in 1938 and was con- 
secrated Coadjutor Bishop of 
Meath in 1942 by Cardinal Mac- 
Rory. The Archbishop-elect sue- 
ceeded to the See of Meath in 1943 
at the death of Bishop Thomas 
Mulvany. 

Bishop D’Alton is the author of 
a number of volumes and a dis- 
tinguished scholar. He is a nephew 
of the noted Irish historian, the 
late Msgr. Edward D’Alton of 
Tuam.

All Christendom 


In a recent editorial in the Chi- 
cago daily Tribune under the cap- 
tion “The Enemy of All Christen- 
dom,” our comments on Russia, 
about Spain, and more recently 
about the only delegate from Po- 


land to the United Nations, Oskar | 
Lange, have been confirmed. The | 
Polish pecple of the United States, 
probably to the number of 99%, 


have no use for Oscar Lange, and 


the number of 95%—all those who 
have not sold out to Communism— 
are against him. Yet he pretends 
to represent his nation in the UN. 

The editorial in the Chicago 


paper, to which we refer, reads as | 


follows: 

“Oscar Lange, the delegate from 
the puppet government of Poland 
to the United Nations security 
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‘for Russia. 

' “Poland demands the overthrow 

of the Franco regime in Spain. 
“But Poland—for whose indepen- 

dence and security the world-shak- 

ing 


‘such pronouncements as Stalin 
chooses to make through it as a 
'ventriloquist’s dummy. 

| “Poland, a Russian slave-state, 
was set up as a nation in the 
treaty of Riga, in 1921, with boun- 
daries which it held until attack- 
'ed by Hitler-Stalin alliance in 1929. 
'After the partition and destruc- 
| tion, President Moscicki transfer- 
| red his powers to Wladyslaw Rack- 
lewiez, in Paris. He appointed 
General Sikorski premier and 
named a Polish National Council. 
When France fell, the government 
in exile shifted to London. 

“In 1941, when Germany attacked 
Russia, Stalin officially recognized 
the London Polish government, but 
soon slyly established a puppet 
government’ in Lublin, Poland, 
and ignored the London group. 
Moscow then officially recognized 
the Lublin regime and later trans- 
ferred it to Warsaw. 

“Despite this bald maneuver, a 
parallel of the tactics used by 
Russia to dismember Finland, the 
Big Three—Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin— at Yalta, in 1945, ac- 
knowledged the Lublin ‘govern- 
ment,’ but Roosevelt and Church- 
ill suggested its reorganization ‘on 
a broader democratic basis, with 
the inclusion of democratic lead- 
ers from Poland itself and from 
Poles abroad.’ 

“The next month, 16 Poles from 
London were invited to Moscow. 
Then they dropped from sight. 
Meanwhile, Moscow asked that the 
Lublin-Warsaw government - be 
seated at San Francisco. Answer- 
ing the United States and Britain 
as to the ‘reorganization,’ Molotov, 
in San Francisco, revealed all 16 
London Poles were in prison.- In

“But why do we need an organi- 
zation to teac hus Christ’s Gospel? 

“Churches, ministers, and 
priests,” he writes—‘‘what good 
are they? Reports, collections, con- 
ventions, and all the other claptrap 
of organization. I don’t believe 
Jesus meant to set up any such 
goings-on as we have in the Chris- 
tianity of today. But so many good 
people have such great faith in 
organized Christianity that I’m 
trying to keep an open mind on the 
subject and I’d like to know on 
what basis they rest their belief.” 

That is a tall order for a short 
talk, but we'll do the best we can 
for our friend. Of course we’ll only 
be able to hit the highlights. So 
here goes: Jesus, when He came 
to earth, saw a job to be done and 
did it. By His life and death He 
amassed a great spiritual treasure, 
a wealth that He wanted to share 
not only with those around Him, 
His mother and His disciples, but 
with every man, woman, and child 
ever to be born on earth. That 
spiritual treasure consists in the 
great knowledge of God that He re- 
vealed, directions for living a happy 
life, and the means of getting to 
everlasting happiness with Himself 
in heaven.

As a matter of fact, what does 
any sensible person do when he has 
any sort of a job to be done— 
whether it is selling gasoline or 
distributing Bibles?

tism, the Lord’s Supper, and the 
others. And that’s quite an assign- 
ment. Do you remember reading 
how much money and how many 
civilian employees it took to keep 
a soldier in the field? Well it 
doesn’t cost much less, nowadays, 
to keep a missionary in the field. 


I can’t speak for my Protestant 
friends, but we Catholics believe 
that Jesus established our Church 
just as personally, immediately, 
and really, as Henry Ford started 
the Ford Motor Company, or as 
Benjamin Franklin founded The 
Saturday Evening Post. 


We pick up our Bible and we find 
that although Jesus preached to 
thousands of people during His life- 
time, He kept twelve men close by 
His side and gave them special 
training. They were different from 
the rest of the people. In fact we 
read that after He told the parable 
of the sower scattering his seed on 
the rock and by the wayside and 
on the good earth, “the twelve, that 
were with him asked him the par- 
able. 

“And He said to them: ‘To you it 
is given to know the mystery of 
the Kingdom of God: but to them 
that are without, all things are done 
in parables’” (Mark 4: 10-11). 
Then, out of the twelve, He picks 
out one man and turns over to him 
the Keys of the Kingdom. 

“Thou art Peter; and upon this 
rock and I will build my church, 
and the gates of hell'shall not pre- 
vail against it. And I will give to 
thee the Keys of the Kingdom of 
heaven. And whatsoever thou shalt 
bind upon earth, it shall be bound 
also in heaven; and whatsoever 
thou shalt loose on earth, it shall 
be loosed also in heaven” (Matthew 
16:18). 

That passage is from St. Matt- 
hew’s Gospel, but we find an echo 
of it, just as powerful, in St. John. 
It happened after Our Lord’s 
Resurrection: 

“Jesus saith to Simon Peter: 
‘Simon, son of John, lovest thou me 


‘Yea, Lord, thou knowest that I 
love thee,’ He saith to him: ‘Feed 
my lambs.’

There are a couple of other 
things that should be called to your 
attention. First: Living under the 
protection of Our Flag, are Ameri- 
can men and women who call them- 
selves Communists, who would sell 
short the kind of life that you are 
going back to when you are dis- 
charged. You as an individual— 
your wife—your family—your home 
—these are impurtant in the Demo- 
cratic way of life. 

These Commies would trade that 
individual importance in order to 
make the State supreme so that 
you would be regimented again and 
become the tool of the State. It’s 
hard for you to realize about these 
things now, because you've been 
away from the United States for a 
long time, but I warn you it will 
behoove you to keep your eyes and 
ears open and your mind alert that 
you won’t become the tool of such 
designing »eople. I even hear that 
some of the newer Veterans organi- 
zations may be tinged with the 
Pinko color. So always ask Why, 
and When and Where and How. 

Bigotry 

And the second thing you have 
to watch out for is- Bigotry or In- 
tolerance. After the last war it 
raised its ugly head and became a 
blot on our fair country’s name. We 
Veterans of this Il World War can- 
not allow it to happen again. Let 
me make this comment: I’ve never 
heard that there was anyone stand- 
ing on the shores of Okinawa or 
Iwo Jima or Anzio or Normandy 
or North Africa who asked any 
Sailor or Marine or Soldier, “What 
is your religion, what is your color, 
or ‘what is your race”? And I’m 
well aware that the blood of the 
Catholic and Protestant and Jew, as 
well as that of the many who had 
no religion at all, that the blood 
of the red man, the yellow man, the 
black man as well as the white man, 
mingled in death. 

I feel that if these people were 
good enough to die together for 
America, then certainly all men 
of all colors, races and creeds are 
good enough to live together, in 
peace and harmony under the 
protection of the great American 
flag. It’s up to us veterans to 
see that such unfair qualifica- 
tions of Americanism shall never 
be raised again.

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To show you what I mean by the 
type of letters which f ently 
reach this, desk is the following 
from Johnny Law, guard and cap- 
tain of Notre Dame’s unbeaten 
championship team of 1929. I be- 
lieve what he writes will be of gen- 
eral interest. He says: 


“I was deeply moved by your 
column of March 31, as only a 
sentimental [Irishman probably 
could be. Rockné’s picture, in it- 
self, was sufficient reason for me 
to put on paper some of the 
thoughts it aroused. 


“I thought you might be in- 
terested in an incident that oc- 
curred on that fateful day 15 
years ago. At that time I was 
head coach of Manhattan College 
in New York City and on that 
day Red Cagle was to meet me 
at 44 Wall street and accompany 
me to Columbia’s Baker Field 
where my team and Lou Little’s 
were to have a spring practice 
scrimmage. Some time just short 
of noon the news came over the 
Dow Jones ticker that Rock had 
been killed in an airplane acci- 
dent in Kansas. 


“When Red came along shortly 
afterwards, I gave him the news 
of Rock’s death, news that shock- 
ed him to an outward display of 
grief. Here was an Army foot- 
ball captain who in 1929, less 
than two years before, had been 
the big obstacle to overcome be- 
fore Notre Dame could become 
the national champions. And now 
my coach had passed away and 
this opposing captain had not 
been too ashamed to shed his 
tears, not in private. but openly 
amid passing crowds of people. 
To me, it was a dramatic expres- 
sion of the impact of Rock’s per- 
sonality on his intimates, even 
though some of them were dead- 
ly enemies for 60 minutes each 
fall. 

“Your mention of Jack Chev- 
igny, who coached with Hunk 
Anderson after Rock passed on, 
also aroused thoughts that I now 
feel like expressing. Chevy was 
my roommate in my last year, 
although he was then assistant 
coach to Rock while | was cap- 
tain. I wonder how many people 
remember the Army-Notre Dame 
game of 1928, with Army de- 
cidedly the favorite, and we came 
East with a very unimpressive 
record. This was the year that 
Johnny O’Brien, now gone, 
caught the pass that beat Army. 
But it was Chev who worked the 
ball down deep into Army terri- 
tory to set up the pass. Probably 
very few of you who were there 
remember Chev being carried out 
of that game utterly exhausted 
amid the cheers of 80,000 people. 
And for all of the enthusiasts 
of Notre Dame it was the same 
Chev who, at Iwo Jima, was car- 
ried out of battle with only the 
plaudits of Jap Zeroes and mor- 
tar fire to acknowledge his su- 
preme sacrifice. Like the spear- 
head he was in football, he was 
leading his troops in battle as a 
captain of the Marines, setting 
the example for those who were 
to follow him ... You may ke 
sure that I will continue to fol- 
low your weekly columns with 
interest and for the pleasure I 
obtain from your mention of fa- 
miliar personalities and incidents 
which arouse many bygone mem- 
ories.”

It is rather a tragic coincidence, 
too, that the four leading charac- 
ters mentioned in Johnny Law’s 
letter met violent deaths—Rockne 
in an airplane crash, Cagle in a 
fall down stairs, O’Brien in an auto 
accident, and Chevigny in battle on 
Iwo Jima. 


Law’s mention of Chevigny’s 
death on Iwo Jima recalls that I 
had an interesting visitor recent- 
ly in the person of Mike Hines of 
Kewanee, Ind., who was a cap- 
tain in the Marines, who knew 
Chevigny well and who also 
served on Iwo Jima, some time 
after Chevigny's death. He said 
the Marines on that bloody island 
had heard of a national sports 
broadcast which said that one of 
the Jap envoys who signed the 
surrender terms aboard the Bat- 
tleship Missouri late last summer 
did so with a gold fountain pen 
taken from Chevigny’s body. He 
said the American fighting men 
on lwo Jima were glad to see the 
reply to that in this column in 
which it was pointed out that 
Chevigny’s body never was in 
possession of the Japs and that 
they consequently never could 
have taken his fountain pen, or 
anything else belonging to him. 
Capt. Hines, whe won a mono- 
gram at Notre Dame as a lines-

man in his undergraduate days, 
searched the island for Chev- 
igny’s grave and succeeded in 
finding it only half an hour be- 
fore he left the island. The lo- 
cation of all graves there is now 
definitely known, but this work 
had not been completed before 
Capt. Hines was transferred 
from there. 

But Capt Hines said the point 
about that broadcast which par- 
ticularly irked the Marines on 
Iwo Jima is how that broad- 
caster got the idea that Chev- 
igny’s pen reached Japan, even 
granting that the Japs at some 
time or other had possession of 
the body. 


“Not one of the 22,000 Japs on 
Iwo Jima when we landed ever got 
off there alive,” said Hines,- “ex- 
cept for the few who were wound- 
ed and captured; none of the others 
gave up, but fought until they were 
killed. Our navy controlled the 
waters around there and our air 
forces controlled the skies above, 
so how was a Jap to get off there 
and go back home, with or without 
Chevigny’s pen, or anything else? 
The whole story of some Jap brass 
hat eventually turning up at the 
surrender ceremonies with Jack’s 
pen was fantastic in the first place, 
but even more so when you recall 
that no Jap got off that Island 
alive except the few we took off 
on hospital ships. And you can be 
sure all of them were searched and 
relieved of any valuables that 
might have been taken from the 
bodies of our boys.”

The process of preparing the 
program is lengthy. Mr. McCarthy 
has made repeated visits to all of 
the schools participating. When 
individual rehearsals are com- 
pleted he will conduct sectional re- 
hearsals in centrally located 
churches. Then the entire group 
will come together for a general 
rehearsal at the Cathedral the day 
before the Mass. Miss Francis 
Locke, organist at St. Paul’s 
Church, Fort Wayne, will be ac- 
companist.

Our best have been selected and 
we will bend every effort to display 
the beauty of the chant, and inci- 
dentally, its practical value as a 
vehicle for large choruses and con- 
gregations. We are trying to 
stress, however, that it must be 
carefully prepared, and can not be 
‘thrown’ together, as some ‘would- 
be’ authorities believe.”

Catholics Failed - 
To Win Seat In 
Japan’s Election 


a 


Tokyo, April 29—(NC Radio)— 
There were no Catholics elected to 
the new Japanese parliament, 
which convenes early next month. 
Several Catholics ran unsuccessful- 
ly in the recent election—one in 
Nagasaki, the chief Catholic cen- 
ter of Japan. 

An examination of the overall 
results discloses that of the 464 
members, seven are Buddhist 
priests representing three different 
sects and three are Shinto priests 
representing two sects. Eight of 
these ten, according to the Home 
Ministry, were elected mainly by 
rural votes. 

There were 142 communist can- 
didates in the field, but only five 


were elected. Under Japan’s plural | 


balloting systm, the communists re- 
ceived 2,000,000 votes, but only 
900,000 out of the total of 27,000,- 
000 who cast ballots, voted for 
communists. Some of these 900,- 
000 voted for opponents of com- 
munism as well as for communists, 
choosing to follow personalities and 
names rather than politics. 


New Dormitories For

New York— Contracts for two 
more emergency dormitories to 
house veterans studying at Ford- 
ham University have been made 
with the Federal Housing Author- 
ity, the Rev. Robert I. Gannon, 
president of Fordham has an- 
nounced.

Archbishop John T. MeNicholas 
Q.P., of Cincinnati, was re-elected 
President General of the associa- 
tion, a position which he has held 
since February of this year, when 
he accepted the invitation of the 
Executive Board to serve as succes- 
sor to the late Bishop John B. Pet- 
erson of Manchester, N.H. 


The federal aid resolution stated 
that “the compelling purpose” for 
“federal aid to education will be 
defeated unless the federal funds 
are distributed: (1) only to those 
areas where state and local re- 
scurces are inadequate; (2) without 
distinction because of race, color, 
creed or attendance at a public or 
non-public school. 


“In many localities of the United 
States where the taxable resources 
are insufficient to finance a satis- 
factory school system, children 
lack suitable educational opportu- 
nities. To remedy this situation, 
some form of federal aid appears 
necessary,” it recommended. 


The association urged that the 
State Department establish a na- 
tional commission which will be 
“truly representative of the prin- 
cipal educational; scientific and cul- 
tural bodies of the United States,” 
and that Congress bring about 
America’s entry into UNESCO. 


“Recognizing the importance of a 
world-wide commitment of educa- 
tion, science and culture to the 
cause of peace among nations, the 
National Catholic Educational As- 
sociation urges upon the Congress 
that the United States become a 
member of the United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization,” the resolution stat- 
ed, adding: 


“We note with considerable sat- 
isfaction the movement now well 
under way to form a Catholic com- 
mission for intellectual and cultura! 
affairs, which is expected to mobil- 
ize Catholic scholars in the interest 
of international peace. We trust 
that this new body will have the en- 
couragement and support of peace- 
loving people everywhere.” 


The convention also. officially 
pledged its loyalty and filial obe- 
dience to the Holy Father, and 
esteemed it “an honor and privilege 
to assist in his noble efforts to heal 
the wounds of war with the pree- 
ious ointment of Christian charity 
and mercy.” Another resolution ex- 
pressed appreciation to President 
Truman for his message recogniz- 
ing the opportunity of Catholie 
education in stressing moral train- 
ing for American youth. The 
meeting also went on record as 
voicing “deep sorrow to the clergy 
and laity of St. Louis” on the death 
of Cardinal Glennon.

Gen. Eisnhower Calls For Moral 


‘Regeneration Lest 


World Perishes 


Washington, April 29.—(NC)—‘“Except for moral re- 
generation throughout the world, there is no hope for us, and 
we are going to disappear one day in the dust of an atomic ex- 


plosion.” 


Thus spoke Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, Army Chief of 
Staff, at a luncheon here sponsored by the General Commis- 


sion on Army and Navy Chaplains, Ey PE Ns Sagas 


an advisory group on chaplain pol- 
icy. Both General Eisenhower and 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Chief 
of Naval Operations, who also ad- 
dressed the group,praised the chap- 
lains for their war service and em- 
phasized the continuing need for 
spiritual leadership. 


Declaring that “a good chaplain 
is worth more than his weight in 
gold,” General Eisenhower said: 
“What we need today is a dynamic, 
constructive force to lead the world. 
The chaplain today has a more im- 
portant job than ever.” 


Favoring eventual disarmament, 
General Eisenhower said that “we 
must do all we can for progressive 
disarmament and we should pray 
earnestly for the success of efforts 
toward international cooperation.” 


Because of the nature of the 
chaplains’ services, Admiral Nim- 
itz said, “the actual contribution 
of the chaplain to victory cannot be 
accurately estimated, but the men 
whom the chaplains accompanied 
into battle or encouraged during 
the tedium of war behind the lines 
will be eternally grateful for the 
spiritual comfort and inspiration 
they received.”
